One bullet, several ear l ridge eases, and Oswald’s revolver were subsequently 
submitted for such examination, The cartridge eases recovered jiear the scene 
of tliu shooting were identified with Oswald's revolver; however, because oif 
mutilation, Ute bullet was not susceptible of identification. The Commission 
now desires that similar examination be made of any other bullets from 
Tlppit's body which may be in the custody of local authorities. Eisenbcrg " 
was advised that necessary action would lie taken to explore the possibility 
of securing these bullets from local authorities on behalf of the Commission. 
Eisenberg indicated tliai this request would be confirmed in writing. 
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During Die further course of (he discussion, Mr, Bolin advised that 
inasmuch as it appeared that almost oil of the investigation in this matter had 
beem concluded by the, MU, and since the firearms identification was crucial 
to the case, Iho Commission (oil that thorn was merit in having the firearms 
evidence examined by some otiicr organization and was considering making 
such a request. Under any oilier circumstances a, comment of this kind would 
have been the basis for an immediate discontinuance of Fill Laboratory coopcratl 
and service; however, 13'clin was merely advised in this instance that any decislc 
as to such a course of action, of course, was strictly up to the Commission. 

"We did, however, point cul that, as the Commission has previously been advised 
by letter, the firearms idcnlificatioi 1 Li in this ease had been performed independo 
by several of our tup firearms examiners and that these examiners had independ 
arrived at Die same conclusions of identification.
